We saw so many 
other ruins that I-haven’t time to. tell 
you of now, but will remember, I think, 
and will tell you more when I get 
home. The ride from Athens to Pa- 
tras, by train, was delightful, passing 
along the shores of the Bay of Salamis 
and the Gulf of Corinth. We stopped 
at the site of the old Eleusinian mys- 
teries, at Corinth we read a part of 
Paul’s epistle to the Corinthians. 
From Patras, we took the Austrian 
Sloyd steamer for Brundice, and ex- 
pect to go ashore about midnight to- 
night. ‘ 


T am getting so brown that you will look 


not know whether I am Australian, or 
Chinese, or Japanese, or Hindu or 
Turkish. In India I hired three tailors 
at 12 cents a day, to sew for me. They 
squatted on the piazza and accomplished 
all I desired of them. I am not sure 
that I shall come down to plain English 
speaking when I get home. On this 
steamer we speak German. To-mor- 
row it willbe Italian. My favorite 
language is Telugu; but I am hurrying 
toward home! Only five or six thou- 
sand miles more. I wish I could fly! 

We are done with travel in Turkey, 
and Iam glad of that. I do. not like 
Turkey, I do not like the Sultan. He 
would not like us if he had heard our 
talk of him. Poor man! he hardly 
dares to step out of his palace lest he 
should be murdered. Once a week he 
goes to Mosque,in great style, with 
ten thousand soldiers to guard him! 
We were so hampered by laws and _ re- 
strictions that we could hardly go two 
steps without showing a passport. We 
had to go through the Custom House, 
in going into the country and in going 
out of it. 

Fven in going from Constantinople 
to Broosa, our passports were ‘‘vised.”’ 
They look away all our books, when we 
landed at Messin, and have not yet re- 
turned them to us. They took a last 
lingering look at our luggage, and. our 
passport we left Constantinople. They 
even took a little box of cafidy, from 
my hand that some one had just given 
me, atid carried it into the Custom 
House, to see if it:was dutiable. Fina- 
ing nothing dutiable, they charged us 
for their trouble in examining our 
things, five piastres,‘and Jet us go, not 
cheerfully but of necessity. . We had a 
pretty good time, though, even in Tur- 
key. In Constantinople we had a very 
pleasant time. I wish I could tell you 
more about it and the Sultan and St. 
Sophie, and the old city walls, and Ser- 
aglio Point, and the Bosphorus, and of 
our meetings at Robert College and at 
Pera, and at Scutari and our visits on 
both sides of the Golden Horn and of 
the Bosphorus. 

We have heard the nightingales sing 
and the muezzins call to prayer, and 
have seen the Bosphorus by moonlight. 
There are many things to tell you of 
that I cannot write, so I may as well 
leave the rest. There are still about 
thirty of the eighty-five letters we 
found in Constantinople, waiting to be 
answered. By the time you receive 
this, we shall probably be in San Sebas- 
tian with Mrs. Gulick,.

We hurry about from one place to an- 
other, and get tired, but it seems nice 
to be eur own masters for a little while 
and go and come as we choose. 

May 10. 

We walked down the Corso, this 
morning, and went to the Pantheon, 
the oldest church in Rome, built about 
29 n.c. In the centre of the dome, 
there is a large circular opening about 
30 feet in diameter through which one 
can look up to the sky. The sun and 
the rain are welcome to come down on 
the marble floors,, The church is very 
bare, only a few little chapels and busts 
and ea around the walls. We lin- 
gered in ‘admiration of the dome and 
the beautiful marble pillars and left 
the Pantheon and walked to the Capi- 
tol. We saw the Tarpein Rock and 
the old Roman Forum, and the Coli- 
seum, and the bronze statue of, Marcus 
Aurelius, and so many wonderful 
things that I will try and describe when 
I see you. 

We did not try to go down among 
the ruins. This blazing Italian sun 
wilts us all, and leaves us but little 
courage for extended walks. After 
baking all winter in the tropics, and 
then shivering all the spring in Asia 
Minor, we find ourselves suddenly set 
down in Rome, where the streets are 
intensely hot and the houses like 
tombs. After our return to the hotel, 
I was chilled through, and have not 
been warm since, though I keep my 
wraps on. in the house, and take them 
off when I go out. 

After a little rest, we went. out again 
this afternoon to see the castle of St. 
Angelo and to see St. Peter's! I have 
seen no building so grand and impos- 
ing, though I think the Taj Mahal is 
more beautiful. To me the Taj Mahal 
is the most beautiful building in the 
world. But I enjoyed St. Peter’s in- 
tensely. It is so majestic, and the 
mosaics and the marble pillars, and the 
floors, and the statuary, and the altars 
are very beautiful. On one side of the 
church is along row of little wooden 
houses or confessionals, all labelled 
over the doors. There are some in all 
languages, so that one may go and con- 
fess in any language under the sun.

Andover-Exeter. 
A REVIEW OF THE ATHLETIC 
SITUATION. 


The final split of the Andover-Ex- 
eter athletic interests suggested in our 
issue of last week is a reality, and for 
the second time within five years the 
two schools are once more at variance. 

Up to the year 1889 Phillips-Andover 
and Phillips-Exeter had been spirited 


rivals on’ the athletic field for many 


years$ the contests had waxed hotter 
and more furious year after year until 
the riyalry in the memorable base ball 
game of 1889 resulted in » free fight 
and a most disgraceful scene at the Ex- 
eter station after the game. 

The result of this affair was a discon- 
tinuance of the games in the’ school 
year of 1889 and 1890. But during all 
the time that the games were discon- 
tinued the faculties of the two schools 
were busy ip correspondence and con- 
ference,-endeayoring to straighten out 
the trouble and place the athletic con- 
tests under rules that should govern, 
and that sheuld care for any troubles 
likely to arise. 

The result of all this work was the 
framing of a most excellent 

SET.OF RULES ~ 
stipulating among other excellent pro- 
visions the following which have a par- 
ticular bearing on the present case 

“That the two faculties shall be rep- 
resented in a standing committee each 
by three of its own number, their ac- 
tion to be binding when ratrfied by the 
two faculties.” 

“That no one can take part in the 
contests, who is nota bona fide mem- 


| ber of the school, who has ever earned 


his livelihood by playing any sport, 
who has ever received compensation 


for his services in any gamé, who en- 


ters school after the first week of the 
winter term.” 

We are obliged to condense these 
rules, but the above is an accurate di- 
gest up to rules 6 and 7 which we print 
in full:

Is the purest bosh as a glance at the 
results of the past athletic contests 
will show, and as is also proved by the 
games of this year. Andover has the 
greatest team in her history, and is 
‘tafraid’’ of no school or. college team 
in the country. 

The people of the town most heartily 
endorse the position of the faculty of 
Phillips Academy in making the stand 
for pure athletics. This was the first 
case to come up under the rules, and 
this was the time to settle it. To al- 
low this man to play was to establish 
a precedent that would place hundreds 
of semi-professional base-ball players 
at the call of the numberless rich young 
men who are too lazy to play them- 
selves, but who are just ‘‘rooters’’ for 
their alma mater with money and en- 
couragement. 

The Andover faculty were most 
aaxious to have the matter settled, and 
we believe would ‘have met /'xeter 
more than half-way in arbitrating the 
question at point.

West Parish was the scene of a suicide 
last Tuesday morning. Ina small house 
on what is known as the “old Symond’s 
place”’ at the left of Haggetts Pond, Par- 
ker Winning has dwelt for many years, 
and more recently two nieces have lived 
with him. Winning has been almosta 


cripple since a young boy, when a fever. 


left him in a bad condition. He was al- 
most doubled up with rheumatism. His 
life evidently has been one of much suf- 
fering and misery. He had, however, 
been able to get around and by keeping 
hens made a good living for himself. He 
is also said to have had quite a little 
property. 

He has at times had fits of despond- 
ency, not on account of money matters, 
but of his sad condition in life and his 
suffering. It was probably the result of 
one of these occasions that caused him 
to put an end to his life Tuesday morn- 
ing. The sad occurrence’ took place 
probably between the hours of 3 and 6, 
for at the former hour he was heard in 
the house.

Finding the rope too long 
he tied several knots in it. Then, stand- 
ing on something placed there for the 
purpose, he put his head into the-noose, 
which he had made, and stepped‘off. He 
was found about 6 o'clock hanging and 
life was extinct. 

His neices afeerwards found a note 
which he had written and addressed to 
them. It ¢ontained words to the effect 
that he could not stand it any longer, and 
that he was very sorry. He bid them 
good-by and signed his name. He was 
about 41 years old. .The remains were 
taken to South Chelmsford for burial.

The Annual Meeting at the Andover 
House. 


| 


If all those who: have lent a helping 
hand in the work of the Andover House 
Association might have been present 
Monday afternoon at the annual meeting, 
they would have been pleased to find the 
work accomplished during the past year 
and a half exceed their greatest expecta- 
tions; yet, this sympathetic project of 
Prof. Tucker and others is as yet in em- 
bryo. 

During the two hours’ session, but a 
mere outline of the work could be pre- 
sented. Mr, Woods, the efficient head of 
the House, finds with Prof. Tugker that 
personal influence is the telling power 
and ‘one must put a great deal of one’s 
self in whatever one undertakes to do.” 

Among other divisions of the’ work, 
Mr. Woods spoke of the special help to 
the boys in the neighborhood through 
their clubs, those boys who are the fut 
ure householders and controlling spirits 
of the “South End;” the sending of eigh- 
ty waifs for Country Week, and the care- 
ful oversight which prevents one child 
from taking that privilege three difierent 
times in a summer. Also the distributing 
of flowers by clubs of girls, and the in- 
valuable help from outsiders, especially 
Rev. E, E. Hale and members of the Con- 
servatory of Music. 

Among new projects, it is proposed to 
build model tenements, under the man- 
agement of business men, not philanthro- 
pists. It is hoped that the free art gal- 
lery, which met with such unlooked-for 
success, (two thousand people visiting it 
on some Sundays), may be opened next 
winter for a longer time. This afforded 
great opportunity to the residents for 
making new friends. 

Three of the residents gave graphic ac- 
counts of their adventures in pursuit of 
knowledge of human nature. Many ideas 
and suggestions were offered, somewhat 
startling to the conservative and inexpe- 
rienced, but drawn from accurate know- 
ledge of the needs of the neighboring | 
community.

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THE BORDEN JURY. 


Twelve Men Secured In a Remark- 
ably Short Time. 


Actual Work of the Trial Now Begun. 
The List of the Names of the Mem- 
bers of the Jury. 


New BEDFORD, Mass,, June 6.—At 11 
o’clock yesterday Chief Justice Mason and 
Associate Justices Blodgett and Dewey 
were in their room, and two or three min- 
utes later District Attorney Knowlton 
and ex-Governor Robinson walked in and 
sat down with them. 

At just 11:30 o’clock the door was swung 
open from the inside, and the tall forms of 
the three gray-bearded and yray-headed 
justices appeared, and they

onthe bench. Chief Justice Mason was 
in the center, Judge Blodgett on his right 
hand and Judge Dewey on his left. 


Next to Jdge Dewey sat Rev. M,C. 
Julian of the Trinitarian church of New 
Bedford, who was to make the opening 
prayer. 

Asthe judges entered the assemblage 
arose, and Sheriff Wright shouted “Court.” 

Then adeputy repeated the formal an- 
nouncement of the opening of the case, 
commencing with the words ‘Hear ye, 
hear ye, hear ye,’’ and closing with the 
prayer, ‘God save the commonwealth of 
Massachusetts.”’ 

Then everyone arose again, and Mr. 
Julian offered the opening prayer. He 
did not mention the defendant or the par- 
ticular case on trial, petitioning only for 
wisdom to direct the sitting of the court, 

District Attorney Knowlton addressed 
the court: ‘‘May it please your honors,’ 
he said, ‘‘the attorney-general finds it im- 
possible, 

By Reasons of I1ll-Health, 

to appear aud conduct this case, He 
has suggested, and I have concurred in 
the suggestion, that William H. Moody, 
the preseut district attorney of Essex 
county, act with the attorney of this dis-

Mr. Knowlton, after waiting a moment, 
went on: “The defendant on trial is Lizzie 
Andrew Borden, She 1s charged on an 
indictment of two counts with the murder 
of Andrew Jackson Borden and Abby 
Durfee Borden, I have the aonor to move 
that a jury now be impanelled for the 
trial of this case.”

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MOODY MERRILL MISSING. 


A Prominent Bostonian Who Is Said to 
Have Left Debts Behind. 


Boston, Jine 7.—Hon, Moody Merrill is 
the man about whom all Boston is talking 
now. Heisthe latest to suddenly disap- 
pear, leaving a cloud behind him in the 
shape of notes overdue, unpaid borrowed 
money and general financial difficulties. 
Mr. Merrill has not been in Boston for the 
past two weeks, and his present where- 
abouts are a matter of conjecture. When 
he left he told several conflicting stories, 
the burden of which seemed to be that he 
was run down and needed a vacation. 

Mr. Merrill served three years in the 
house of representatives and two in the 
senate. He was noted for his champion- 
ship of the peopte’s side on every question, 
and secured the passage of the bill abolish- 
ing the state police over the governor’s 
veto. 

His greatest achievement was the High- 
land railroad. He was president and made 
it the best line of transit ever seen in Bos- 
ton. He also introduced the weekly pay- 
ment system, 

Of the various public improvements 
with, which Mr. Merrill was directly and 
closely identified none is more conspicu- 
ous than Boston’s magnificent system of 
public parks. In 1890 he was the Repuh- 
lican candidate for mayor of Boston, but 
was defeated by Nathan Matthews, Jr. 


SHROUDED IN MYSTERY. 
Natick Folks Would Like to Know Who 
Caused Littig’s Death, 


NATICK, Mass., June 5.--There are a 
great many hints thrown out to the cffect 
that some sensational evidence will be 
forthcoming at the inquest to be held on 
the murder of Jacob Littig, who was 
found dead on River street, South Natick, 
on Saturday morning. Thus far there is 
not the slightest clue to follow. 

The autopsy was held yesterday, but 
the full bill of particulars is not yet ready 
for the public. It is learned, however, 
that the skull of the dead laster was not 
broken, as at first stated, but that death 
was the result of concussion of the brain, 
caused by some bluntinstrument in the 
hands of parties unknownto the police, 
Further than this nothing can be learned, 
but it is just possible that the police know 
something more than they care to talk 
about,

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THE STEADY GROWTH OF INTEREST 
IN STATE ELECTIONS. 


pessons That May Be Drawn From the New 
York State and National Elections—The 
percentage of Voters to the Population 


Greater In the Country. 


A comparison of the election returns 
at the end of the last century, about the 
time of the adoption of the constitution 
of the United States, with the returns 
for the last presidential election, shows 
how widely the suffrage has extended in 
the United States. In Massachusetts, 

- between 1778 and 1794, the proportion of 
yotes cast to the population varied from 
2to5 per cent. In several counties of 
the state of New York there were cast at 
the election of 1892 almost one-third as 
many votes as there were inhabitants. 

It is the habit of many people to take 
it for granted that the earlier institu- 
tions of the United States were more 
democratic than the present ones, and 
that the tendency of these~times is to 
put the political power in the hands of a 
few men and to take it away from the 
multitude. No such theory is borne out 
by the election returns, Atone of the 
most hotly contested elections in Virgin- 
ia, when Chief Justice Marshall's father 
was a candidate for membership in the 
house of burgesses, or what would cor- 
respond to assemblyman here, there was 
only one vote cast to every 10 inhabit- 
ants, a ratio smaller than that cast in 
any county in this state for a great many 
years. There was a property qualifica- 
tion for electors in this contest, and it 
was frequently the case that the voting, 
instead of being by secret ballot, was 
viva voce, There were so few electors 
that they would all come together on 
election day, and their names would be 
called, every man naming his choice, 

With all the talk about the lurge vote 
of the city of New York and the power 
of its majorities to settle the result in the 
state, it is somewhat contradictory that 
the election figures should show that 
New York has the smallest ratio of voters 
to inhabitants—less than half as large as 
the ratio in many of the rural counties. 
Brooklyn comes next and Buffalo third. 

Throughout the state it is general that 
the Democratic counties cast fewer votes 
to the number of their inhabitants than 
the Republican counties. In New York 
the number of inhabitants to each voter 
is 6.89, in Kings 5.95 and in Erie 5,06, 
while in Cortlandt and Otsego the ratio 
is 8.11 to 1; 3.16 in Yates, 3.85 in Gene- 
see, 3.33 in Delaware, 3.85 in Allegany, 
3.26 in Madison, 8.87 in Ontario, 3.22 in 
St. Lawrence. This shows a ratio twice 
as large in New York and almost twice 
as large in Brooklyn and Buffalo as in 
the rural counties.

Alcohol as a Food.

# the substances that enter into the 
| Metary of man that are used for stimula- 
tion, to check waste and promote repair, 
none is superior to alcohol. So great is 
its reconstructive power that strictly 
speaking it must be classed as a food. 
Whenever the powers of life are waning, 
| be the cause whatever it may, alcohol 
ranks first among remedies to check it, 

Like opium, it is good if properly used 
and baneful if abused. It is scarcely 
necessary to say much for or against al- 
cohol. It is too well known to all of us 
to need much comment, and I shall con- 
fine myself to speaking of its use medic- 
inally by those who never tasted it be- 
fore a physician prescribed it for some 
disease. 

Alcohol is unquestionably par excel- 
lence a food adjunct in the severe forms 
of fever where nutriment is urgently re- 
quired to keep up life, but where the di- 
gestive organs have lost their assimila- 
tive function. 

Here, as long as the actual waste is 
compensated for, alcohol does good. Be- 
yond that it is worse than useless. Un- 
fortunately such restricted dosage does 
not satisfy the careless. doctor of_easy- 
conscience. He gives it by the oft re- 
peated tablespoonfuls without stopping 
to discover that the result-wished for has 
been attained in the slower, fuller pulse 
and stronger heart. 

Hundreds and hundreds of men and 
women in all walks of society contracted 
their tippling habit by regarding as un- 
restricted the advice of their physicians 
that wine or stimulants of some kind are 
necessary for them to take. The advice 
in itself is justifiable, but the lack of re- 
striction is culpable. “And so these poor, 
deluded convalescents go on taking stim- 
ulants, which they find not only agreea- 
ble, but desirable, until they become 
slaves to drink.—New York Herald.

districts. The two counties of Schenec- 
tady and Schoharie are Democratic and 
contiguous. Schoharie is a purely agri- 
cultural county, while a great part of 
the population of Schenectady county is 
in Schenectady, which is a flourishing 
little city. Schenectady has 6,000 more 
population than Schoharie, but it casts | 
several hundred fewer votes, and there is 
a difference of a third in their ratios. 

One reason for the high ratios in New 
York, Brooklyn and Buffalo is the large 
number of aliens in those cities. The 
aliens count in the population, but they 
do not count in the number of voters. 
According to the state census New York's 
population is one-fourth alien, and the 
tatio in Buffalo is almost as high. 

Another thing is the difference in elec- 
tion laws. In the cities a man has to go 
to the polling place twice to vote—once 
to register and once to cast his ballot. In 
the country he has to go only once and 
that time to vote. His name may be put 
on the registration list by his friends. 

A comparison of these returns with the 
election returns at the time of the Revo- 
lutionary war and the adoption of the 
constitution shows that political inter- 
est is increasing every year, and that the 
percentage of those who participate in 
elections is also increasing. In Massa-
